Writing music in honour of a respected colleague is risky at best. . .but a musical offering to 
four distinguished colleagues compounds that risk times four. What approach to take! Of 
course, a fanfare taking its cue from 20th Century Fox’s silver screen is always possible. . . 
and superficial. My tribute to these colleagues, then, offers a piece of ‘‘pure music” which 
attempts to define a fanfare as an orchestral form. On the other hand, if this music possibly 
offers gestures of grace, athleticism, energy, temperament (or a musical quote on the name 
BACH) which may seem to portray personal qualities of these dear colleagues. . . then the 
intention is not purely coincidental. . .Lothar Klein. 


Symphony No. 25 in G Minor K. 183 Mozart

Mozart completed this, his first symphony in a minor key, in October 1773. Sharp dynamic 
contrasts and syncopated rhythms characterize the first movement, while its harmonic 
features foreshadow the other great G minor symphony, No. 40. The dark mood of the 
Andante and following Minuet is relieved by the G major Trio, but the Finale restores the 
minor key. ‘This work is also significant for its thematic unity, most apparent in the last 
movement, in which the themes are related to each other as well as recalling the syncopation 
of the opening Allegro. 


Schelomo, Rhapsody Hebraic Ernest Bloch 
(1880-1959)

Mr. Jordan is in his final year of the Bachelor of Music in Performance Degree pro- 
gram, He has been a member of the National Youth Orchestra of Canada for three 
summers and last summer received a scholarship to attend the string quartet seminar 
at the Aldeburgh Festival in England. He has been the recipient of two Canada 
Council grants and is presently a student of Vladimir Orloff. 


Written in 1915, this was one of Bloch’s last compositions before he left his native Switzer- 
land for the United States. Schelomo (Solomon) depicts the story of the Jewish king, based 
on Ecclesiastes, unfolded in three continuous musical sections. The broad range of emotional 
expression presents contrasting sides of Solomon — the glory of his court and the grief 
implicit in great wisdom.
